Rounced to me wy father’s bankruptcy. He had 
txpericaced inany lofles at fea, the fevcrity of : 








tempefts, and the fpirit of Britith piracy, which 
had lately prevailed, compleved his ruin. 

‘«Itis impoflible to expres my emotions at the 
receipt of a letter which conveyed fach fatal in- 
telligence. I left the college immediately, and 
returned home, where I was a witnefs to a fcene 
of diftrefs which could not beequalled. My fa- 
ter was imprifoned, and his property feized by 
his creditors; my mother died. broken hearted ; 
our family was dilperfed, and my younger brothers 
anJ fitters were recommended to the charity of 
fome friends and relations. 

«1 was now turned adrift upon the world to 
foes my own fubliftence; | was deprived of a 
home, and fo mach did [| abhor the idea of de- 
pendence, that [ frequently flept in the ftreets, 
rathee than intrude upon my Rieads, or reveal 
the fecret of ary diftrefs, Here 1 was perhaps 
actuated by a criminal pride; bat {uch were the 
princi; les f had imbibed ia the days of my prof- 
perity. I made many efforts t6 eftablith myfelf 
in fome way of bufineis; but they all proved in- 
effectual, an invincible, an innate fenfe of thame, 
of which I could not diveit myfelf, prevented 
me from applying to thofe of my relations and 
friends who could afi me im my adverfity. 


«Thus did [ lead a life of indefcribable mife- 
ry, in want of every article neceflary to render 
exiltence defir.bic: my clothes were nearly worn 
out, and to hide my thame, as well as poverty, 
I was refoived to retire to places where I was un- 
kaowa, that 1 might, in fome. fabordinate capa- 
city, fad the means of protraéting that exiftence 
which heaven feemed to confer upon me in its 
wrath. Ihave now been travelling more than a 
weck, subjected to the moft precarieus fubiiftence, 
and altogether dependant upon the charity of 
people whom | have vifited in my journey. ‘Tis, 
Sir, is a concife account of my life, and you now 
fee me embarked for your city; bat what courfe 
of events will attend me there, 1 thall not ven- 
ture to predict.”
